shrivelling, but otherwise the grain is 
not severely injured, Effected seeds, 
both shrivelled and fully developed, 
germinate normally without any 
noticeable injury to the plant. Seed 
wheat, however, which contains a 
large number of these diseased kernels 
should be looked upon with suspicion 
until more information is available 
regarding its development. 

The disease is first noticed in the 
field just as the heads are turning in 
color when the effected spikelet will 
be distinctly bleachee. A careful ex- 
amination will show that the basal 
part of the glumes is distinctly black 
in color, The tissues in this area are 
invaded by the bacteria. Likewise, 
it will be found that the grain is 
blackened as described above, It has 
been determined under greenhouse 
conditions that the bacteria may 
attack the leaves, In all probability 
under field conditions the leaves and 
stalks may be effected, the amount of 
injury depending upon weather con- 
ditions. It is impossible at present to 
state how much damage this trouble

Until more knowledge is obtained 
on this problem it would be wise for 
farmers to avoid seed wheat which 
contains a large amount of discolored 
kernels, or have a sample sent toa 
pathologist who will make an ex- 
amination for the presence of disease, 
Information regarding plant diseases 
may be obtained by writing to any 
Dominion Laboratory of Plant 
Pathology.
